
COMMITTEE MARKUP ACTION 
 
The Committee on Natural Resources met in open session on Wednesday, January 10, 2018, 
to consider the following bills:  
 
 
H.R. 219 (Rep. Don Young), To correct the Swan Lake hydroelectric project survey 
boundary and to provide for the conveyance of the remaining tract of land within the 
corrected survey boundary to the State of Alaska.  “Swan Lake Hydroelectric Project 
Boundary Correction Act.”  
 
The Subcommittee on Federal Lands was discharged from further consideration of H.R. 219 
by unanimous consent. 
 

H.R. 219 was adopted and favorably reported to the House of Representatives by 
unanimous consent.  
 
 

H.R. 801 (Rep. Darin LaHood), To amend the National Trails System Act to designate the 
Route 66 National Historic Trail, and for other purposes.  “Route 66 National Historic Trail 
Designation Act.”  
 
The Subcommittee on Federal Lands was discharged from further consideration of H.R. 801 
by unanimous consent. 
 
 An amendment offered by Mr. LaHood [#1], was agreed to by unanimous consent. 
 

H.R. 801, as amended, was adopted and favorably reported to the House of 
Representatives by unanimous consent. 

 
 
H.R. 1220 (Rep. Stephen F. Lynch), To establish the Adams Memorial Commission to carry 
out the provisions of Public Law 107-62, and for other purposes. 
 
The Subcommittee on Federal Lands was discharged from further consideration of H.R. 
1220 by unanimous consent. 
 

An amendment offered by Mr. Bishop of Utah [#1], was agreed to by unanimous 
consent. 

 
H.R. 1220, as amended, was adopted and favorably reported to the House of 
Representatives by unanimous consent.   

 
 



H.R. 2711 (Rep. Roger W. Marshall), To designate a National Memorial to Fallen 
Educators at the National Teachers Hall of Fame in Emporia, Kansas.  “National Memorial to 
Fallen Educators Act.” 
 
The Subcommittee on Federal Lands was discharged from further consideration of H.R. 
2711 by unanimous consent. 
 

An amendment offered by Mr. Bishop of Utah [#1], was agreed to by unanimous 
consent. 
 
H.R. 2711, as amended, was adopted and favorably reported to the House of 
Representatives by unanimous consent. 
 

 
H.R. 3133 (Rep. Mike Johnson), To amend the Marine Mammal Protection Act of 1972 to 
reduce unnecessary permitting delays by clarifying associated procedures to increase 
economic development and support coastal restoration programs, and for other purposes.  
“Streamlining Environmental Approvals Act of 2017.” 
 
The Subcommittee on Water, Power and Oceans was discharged from further 
consideration of H.R. 3133 by unanimous consent. 
 

An amendment offered by Ms. Barragan [002], was not agreed to by a roll call vote 
of 17 yeas and 20 nays. 

 
An amendment offered by Mr. Beyer [003], was not agreed to by a roll call vote of 17 
yeas and 19 nays. 
 
An amendment offered by Ms. Bordallo [004], was not agreed to by voice vote. 

 
H.R. 3133, was adopted and favorably reported to the House of Representatives by 
voice vote. 

 
 
S. 117 (Sen. Steve Daines), To designate a mountain peak in the State of Montana as "Alex 
Diekmann Peak".  “Alex Diekmann Peak Designation Act of 2017.” 
 
The Subcommittee on Federal Lands was discharged from further consideration of S. 117 
by unanimous consent. 
 

S. 117, was adopted and favorably reported to the House of Representatives by 
unanimous consent.
